At the congreſs of 
the Hague, conſiſting of the Princes of Germany, the

found ſuch batteries, intrenchments, and other preparations 
to receive them, that they thought fit to retire to the ſhips; 
but the tide going out, the flat bottom'd boats ſtuck upon 
the ouze, and were not able to get off; moſt of thoſe that 
landed were killed or wounded, amongſt the reſt General 
Talmarſh was mortally wounded, and died at his return to 
Portſmouth. 


1697, The French made themſelves maſters of Cartha- 
May 26. gena in America; from whence Admiral Ponti 
brought away with him to France, the value of 

12 millions of crowns. 


1702, The Duke of Ormond landing with the con» 


Auguſt 15. federate forces on the continent of Spain, 


oppoſite to Cadiz, took poſſeſſion of Port St. 
Mary's, where the ſoldiers committed intolerable diſorders, 
rifling the houſes and churches,” and raviſhing the nuns; 


but the Duke deſpairing of making themſelves maſters of 


Cadiz, reimbark'd and ſet fail for England. g@ It was 
through ignorance, neglect and licentiouſneſs that Cadiz 
was not taken at this time; but by a plan to be now 
laid before his Lordſhip, it will appear that this valuable 
place may be now taken, the city which contains millions, 
plundered or ranſom'd; the Manilla money paid, and the 
men of war and galleons at the Carraca taken or burned; 
and the fortifications deſtroyed : all which can be done with

pamphlet no leſs intereſting, intitled, A letter to the peo- 
ple of Great Britain, I did not then trouble you with ; they 
have both met with the higheſt approbation by all true 
lovers of their country, tho not ſold in the ſhops, and am 
ſorry to hear they ſhould give you uneaſineſs, and injure 'a 
gentleman, by your reſentment, in a juſt demand he has 
on government, ſo as to prevent his obtaining his right, 
for being ſuſpected as the author. My deſign in ſending 
the Guide to you was, to open your Lordſhip's eyes, and 
clear your underſtanding, in order that you might enter 
on the premiſes therein ſet forth, and r 4 ve aun 
country. 5 


In this letter I prayed you to return me an anſwer, but 
nothing of that kind has happened, nor have you ſhewed 
any regard to the propoſitions made to you, or the appoint- 
ments made for me, to wait on you; for as often as I came 
to your houſe for that purpoſe, your porter ſaid you were 
not at home, tho' I knew at the ſame time that falſhood 
prevailed where truth ſhould be found : whether this be- 
haviour is conſiſtent in a gentleman, whoſe very ſtation

requires him to receive, hear and admit to him, all ſuch 
perſons as are known by probity and candour to be honeſt 
men, and who write or apply to a miniſter in order to 
ſerve his King and the public, I leave to your own deter- 
mination, I am in truth above every reſentment for ſuch 
ungenerous treatment, being willing to believe the hurry 
of obtaining an approbation of your convention, and other 
parliamentary affairs of the ſame complection, blotted out 
of your memory objects more intereſting, which is all I 
can ſay in extenuation of your neglect; for I can eafily 
ſhew, that if you had adopted and purſued ſome of thoſe 
propoſitions in time, as you might have done, if not the 
whole, the common enemy would have been at this 


hour ſupplicating, inſtead of continuing their armaments and 


threats. 


The irkſome campaign of parliament is however now 


over, and a long vacation enſues, which may afford you 
more leiſure to conſider of thoſe eſſential matters you 
have too long neglected, and to prepare them for exe- 
cution ;. or we ſhall have our foreign enemies at our heels, 


when they are leaſt ſuſpected. In the interval you may 


collect and form a new budget for the approaching ſeſſion, 
but the public expect, it will be better than the laſt, 
in caſe you continue in office, and wiſh your Lordſhip may 
prove yourſelf an able financier, a ſound politician, a good 
patriot, and an Engliſnman at heart; if ſo, all may yet 
go well. 


If, my Lord, you ſhould find yourſelf under any embarraſl- 
ment for a new budget for the next ſeſſion, I promiſe to furniſh 
3 you 
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vou with one without fee or reward; a budget that ſhall 
be national, intereſting and honourable, that muſt im- 
mortalize the name of a patriotic miniſter, reſtore peace 
and harmony, and gain him the affections of his country- 
men. The objects are in part contained in the packet 
for the King. I pray your Lordſhip not to fail to deliver 
it into his Majeſty's own hands unopened, as ſoon as 
poſſible : as it is of a political nature, and ſolely intended 
for his Majeſty's honour and ſafety; as well as for the 
ſervice of the public. I have ſigned it with my name and 
affixed my ſeal to it, and will be anſwerable for all the facts 
therein contained, and for the conſequential events with 


ſucceſs. 


If your Lordſhip ſhould negle&, or fail to deliver the 
packet, I will ſet forth the contents in the public news 
papers, in order they may reach the royal ear, as alſo my 
letter to you the 29th of March, and that of this date, 
with other facts, which will point out ſuch things, as can 
do no honour to your adminiſtration; but may, I fear, in- 
creaſe the public odium. 


Since you became firſt Lord of the Treaſury, you are 
eſteemed I find by the public as a nominal miniſter only, 
convince the public of their error if it be one; a& with 
popularity; adviſe his Majeſty to redreſs the ſubjects 
grievances; abandon the repute of corruption, and re- 
cover fame; without failing to refreſh the memories of 


the ſeveral junto's of each department, with the duty they 
owe the public. 


Pleaſe 
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Pleaſe to acquaint Lord Sandwich, that the meaſures he 
takes cannot gain your Lordſhip or himſelf any real credit 
or applauſe ; that the nation is diffatisfied with his putting 
ſo many ſhips out of commiſſion, and diſcharging our 
feamen : after preſſing, forcing, and driving them from 
their trades or occupations, leaving their families to beg ; 
and now numbers of them to be turn'd adrift to rob 
or ſtarve; even when thoſe men who eſcape theſe evils, or 
others, muſt ſoon be raiſed again at a ſecond national ex- 
pence ; greater perhaps than the former, according to the 
preſent ſyſtem, for which it may be preſumed new ſums will 
be demanded and taxes augmented. 


The public think the money already granted more than 
ſufficient for the purpoſe for which it was deſtined ; that 
is, for 40,000 ſeamen voted by parliament : Lord Sandwich 
may pretend he has diſmiſſed, or is diſmiſſing only raw, 
and unexperienced landmen; to which I anſwer he acts 
badly, for he ſhould have kept thoſe men and trained 
them for ſea ſervice, to ſupply the want of thoſe abroad, 
who languiſh in priſons; or who are under the yoke of 
foreign ſervice, equal to them to a yoke of ſlavery. 


But before any ſuch plans or ſchemes as theſe, for redu- 
cing our national ſtrength ſhould have been brought into: 
practice, your Lordſhip ſhould be clear, that the common 
cauſe is in no danger; that Falkland Iſands are ours, and 
properly delivered to us, with the appurtenances; that the 
Spaniard had abandoned all claims, and that their whole 

F'2 navy 
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navy was diſarmed, even thoſe at the Havannah; three or 
four men of war being always deemed ſufficient in time of 
peace, for convoy of their flotas. If theſe terms were not 
acceptable and duly complied with, the true ſenſe of 
Engliſhmen is, that further mediation ſhould be by the 
mouths of their cannon, as their beſt peace makers; whoſe 


powerful oratory has hitherto commanded obedience and 
procured us juſtice. | 


The nation will never agree to be duped, by the refined 
ſtroke of politics, that the Spaniards is to deliver up theſe 
iſlands for the preſent ; when they have reaſon to ſuſpect, 
that by a hocus pocus in politics, they are to be ſoon after 
reſtored to the enemy, under pretence of claims founded 
on a ſuppoſed priority of right; the ſubject of which is to 
be diſcuſſed and determined by a Maſſerano and a Francois, 
or their ſucceſſors. 


I cannot ſee, my Lord, how you and ſome others can 
anſwer to your own honor and conſciences, or to the public, 
for what has been already done, and agreed to on this 
ſubject; the falſe parades of former negociations, and the 
enormous expences they have created to the nation, for no 
other purpoſe than diſhonoring it, are ſhocking to think 
of. But, I hope, my good Lord, now that your eyes are 
opened, you will never more give your conſent whether 
in or out of adminiſtration, to ſuch ignominious councils, 
as will reſtore theſe iflands to Spain ; conſcious that ſuch 
conſent is unworthy any Engliſhman ; for the moſt kind 
conceſſions you can make, will not avert a Spaniſh war for 
any length of time.

To urge a yet ſtronger point, your Lordſhip with Lord | 
Sandwich, before diſarming, ſhould be clear of a much "4 
greater enterprize, in order to avoid a ſudden and unex- i 
peed ſtroke intended by the common foe. His Lordſhip's 
late parade has been, I hope, to cauſe a total repair of all 
the King's ſhips; and to render Milford Haven capable of 
receiving and containing a large fleet of Engliſh men of

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LETTER from SAMUEL CLAY HARVEY, Eſq; to 
the KING, dated June the 25th, 1771. 


Moſt Gracious Sovereign, (N' 12.) 


HE love I bear to your ſacred perſon and family, with 

that of my country, prompt me for the happineſs 
of both, to addreſs this letter to your Majeſty, which I 
have incloſed to Lord North, to be delivered into your 
royal hands, with a ſmall packet, containing two pam- 
Pphlets, one of which is intitled, A Letter to the People 
« of England; the other, The Guide to the Freeholders of 
great Britain, and the Livery of London.” They are caleu- 
lated for your Majeſty's glory and happineſs, as well as thoſe 
of your ſubjects, and with a view to appeaſe the preſent 
animofities that are ſpread throughout your Kingdoms, 
created by the ill concerted meaſures of your miniſters, 
which for the future may be prevented, if the propoſi- 
tions therein made are attended to, improved, and carried 


into execution, for which purpoſe I humbly ſubmit them 
to your royal conſideration. 


Every faithful ſubje&, I humbly apprehend, may be per- 


mitted to contribute his mite at leaſt, towards that happy 
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But before I enter upon the ſubje& matter; I beg, Sire, 
your gracious pardon if any errors or improprieties ſhould! 
appear in this letter, or in the pamphlets ; being perſuaded 
your royal mind will ſoon perceive, they proceed from a. 
good intention, and an honeſt heart devoted to your ſervice. 
On this preſumption, Sire, I hope you will condeſcend to- 
let me lay before you, a ſhort narrative of the preſent: 
ſtate of your kingdoms, and the conduct of your miniſters. 
This political taſk I ſhould not have preſumed: to under- 
take, but from the deaf ear your miniſters have given to 
propoſitions, and ſhutting their eyes on objects the moſt 
intereſting, and important for the honor and proſperity of 
King and people. The dangerous fituation of our national 
affairs, which this critical juncture preſents, demand the 
duty of your miniſter or miniſters to be in the firſt inſtance, 
ſtudiouſly employed in promoting your glory,. your eafe- 
and quiet at home; and in fulfilling the glorious maxim 
laid down by your illuſtrious anceſtors, as well as by your 
Majeſty. That ſalus populi fuprema lex eff. But as your 
miniſters having long wandered from that golden rule, 
I can't avoid charging them with great neglect, and breach 
of duty in this, and other particulars; therefore beg your. 
Majeſty's attention to the two pamphlets. You will, Sire, 
obſerve thereby, that no miniſters dare attempt to attach 
ſo much power to the crown, even with a body of place- 
men and penſioners at their backs in a Houſe of Commons, 
as that which is propoſed to be given you by the bill 
therein mentioned, with the conſent of a faithful but free 
people, and this of their own accord. The reaſon is plain; 
the power comes voluntarily, and in gratitude from the 
ſubjects

ſubjects, of ſuch conſtitutional bill; but when exacted from 
them. by bribery, corruption, or force, the oppoſition be- 
comes great and difficult, which renders the uſes of leſs 
weight to government; moreover, your miniſters are thereby 
debarred from offending you, or your people, by falſe 
politics, and miniſterial impoſitions. The miniſters of your 
predeceſſors as well as your own, it is evident, have greatly 
miſuſed the power of the crown ; encreaſing and entailing 
upon us our national debt, which reſts on the pillars of 
the ſtate, and which they cannot much longer ſupport, 
therefore muſt fink with it into ruin; as it will eviden- 
tually prove a millſtone to England, unleſs timely leſſened, 
or annually reduced. There is, I think, a ſpecies of poli- 
ticians, who pretend to ſay, that the debt of the nation is 
the ſecurity, of government. It is eaſy to anſwer to this 
nugatory ſophiſtry, that when a bankruptcy comes, which 
mult certainly be the caſe one day or other, if we go on 
as we haye done; that government is over when the ſe- 
curity is vaniſhed: your Majeſty's 'own wiſdom will deter- 
mine which is the moſt eligible and rational. If any of 
your Majeſty's miniſters had taken one effectual ſtep to 
appeaſe the diſcontents that have long prevailed, or to have 
raiſed the glory of your reign by keeping your enemies 
in that ſubjection which has been neceſſary, I ſhould have 
honoured them ; but I muſt beg leave to obſerve, that no 
miniſter, except Lord Chatham, hath added one ſcruple 
weight of honor to the Britiſh crown, even for ſixty years 
paſt. Popularity was his firſt political object, and from which 
he derived ſucceſs; by adhering to that principle, he faved 
Great Britain from being at this hour a province to France ;

Let me now, Sire, endeavour to explain how you mall 
prevent me, or any ſet of men, becoming traytors to 
their king or country, in a future adminiſtration. 


My propoſal you will find (for the execution lies within 
your own royal breaſt) is without innovation of the conſti- 
tution ; therefore on legal principles, your reſolution on this 
ſubje&, will effect the buſineſs ; by attending to three great 
important points. Firſt, your own happineſs and the ſecurity

Should there be any fuling prince of a limited 8 
under the circumſtances of animoſities or jealouſies, raiſed 
between him and his people, whereby they complain of a 
violation on their conſtitutional rights, and the uſeleſs and 
unneceſſary burden of placemen and penſioners, crammed: 
into their parliaments by miniſterial influence to oppreſs them, 
and that ſuch prince ſhould convene the aſſembly to ſa- 

tisfy the wiſhes of his people; and to. ſay to them.“ I diſ- 
ſolve this parliament, I will not admit of any placemen or 
penſioners, either civil or military, to be choſen as repre- 
ſentatives of my free people, in this next parliament. If 
any preſume to offer and ſhall: be choſen, I will. diſmiſs 
him or them from all poſts under my government, during 
that parliament; I deſire none but. what my people ſhall. 
judge expedient for the ſtate buſineſs, and "his only by 
office during my royal pleaſure ; I do deſire triennial. parlia- 
ments, to know. oftner the ſenſe of my people, and that as 
ſoon as you have compleated your, choice, I ſhall aſſemble 
my parliament, to lay before them the ſtate of the nation N 
as likewiſe an extenſive grand conſtitutionaF bill, for them 
to make the neceſſary improvements and amendments there 
to; ſo that they may ſecure to my ſubjects their rights and 
kberties, redreſs their gtieyances, bar againſt all future cor- 
ruption,

n ſo prejudicial to my glory and the public happi- 
neſs; and cſpecially to provide fo, as to make my forces by 
ſea and land at all times reſpectable. I will, on a certain 
day of every month or quarter, receive plans for eaſing my 
people of their taxes, and promoting commerce: I will ap- 
point men of abilities, equal to the important truſt com- 
mitted to their charge, for each department, without diſtin- 
tion of parties, &c.“ 


A prince acquainting his people in ſuch manner, with 
ſuch paternal reſolutions for their eaſe and relief, ſecures 
to himſelf their lives and fortunes, when his honour and 
glory, or the exigences of the ſtate require them. From 
the known abilities, Sire, and virtues you poſſeſs, a ſpeech 


delivered from ſuch ideas will effectually compleat your 
glory, and the happineſs of all your ſubjects. They know 


you to be a prince endowed with wifdom, and other great 
qualities, which God hath beſtowed upon you, in order 
that your own, and their proſperity ſhould be by you im- 
proved and compleated thereby, as a bleſſing to both. If 
you neglect the means, the gift I fear may prove a curſe. 


No monarch can have a more wiſe and upright council. 


No enemy can attempt to bribe it. Then the heart, the 
purſe of every ſubject is yours. Then every man your ſol- 
dier, not as a mercenary or ſlave, but by love and intereſt. 


The balance of power will be once more reſtored to your 


royal hand, as certain as the compaſs points to the north 
pole, and the national debt will dwindle to nothing. No 
taxes on your ſubjects that will be grievous; univerſal trade, 
with the empire of the ſeas without controul, of courſe 


takes place; ways plenty, peace and wealth, are in every

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man's poſſeſſion. Theſe, Sire, are the fruits of independant 
parliaments. What can corrupt parliaments give unleſs 


corruption, the laſt ſtages of all empires, wg muft centre 
in the ruin of your on family.

Sire, I muſt proceed in beſeeching your Majeſty to ilk 
not men, but meaſures; the preſent 'ſyſtem, let whoever 
will be your miniſters I ſay, is contrary to nature to end 
well. France or Spain, or any other power, on the princi- 
ples abovementioned, can alienate the hearts of your ſub- 


jects, and when the touch ſtone attracts to public ruin, We 
prince becomes a cypher. 

Weigh, Sire, in your rope mind, what is beſt to be done, 
and pleaſe to refle&, that it cannot be good policy, or your 
Majeſty's intereſt, to have your ſubjects loaded with oppreſ--. 
five taxes, when there is no neceſſity, unleſs to give mini- 


ſters the means to ſupport the above ſtate of corruption. 
Britons will never ſubmit much longer to this rod of op- 
preſſion. Vour Majeſty's royal word and promiſe, I would:

My Lode : (N* 15.) 
| the 25th, of June laſt, I ſank. you a packet addreſſed 
to his Majeſty, and carefully ſealed to prevent its 

being opened till delivered as addreſſed. This packet, 
your Lordſhip I find, knows, contained a reſpectful and 
dutiful letter from me to my ſovereign of the above date, 
as alſo two pamphlets, juſt then publiſhed, the one intitled, 
« A Letter to the people_ of Great Britain,” the other, 
«© A Guide for the Freeholders of Great Britain, and the 
< Livery of London.” 


Papers of ſuch importance I preſume your Lordſhip 
cannot forget, as they, were calculated for the honour and 
intereſt ' of the crown, as well as of the greateſt utility to 
the public ; tho' you paid _not that attention to my former 
proꝑaſitiang they merited, when previouſly laid before you 
for national ſecurity and advantage. 


Convinced in my own mind of your Lordſhip's having 
neglected many eſſential meaſures, with reſpet to the 
intereſts of: the Kingdom in general, and the rights and 
priviledges of my fellow ſubjeQs in particular; and being

thoroughly perſuaded, that the letter and pamphlets above 
mentioned, might at this critical conjuncture, merit his

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A procedute of this kind give me leave to ſay ſo unbe- 
coming from one gentleman to another, much leſs from 
a miniſter of ſtate to a gentleman propoſing to ſerve his 
ſovereign and the public; ſhould, I think, have met with 
a more genteel and polite treatment from a miniſter; rather 
than ſuch a one, as can only ſerve .to exaſperate reſent- 
ment by an egregious affront or abuſe. However diſagree- 
able the ſubject matter contained in thoſe papers might 
appear to him, on imagining they arraigned his . conduct 
in the management of public affairs; eſpecially, if they 
were not deſtitute of thoſe lenitives that by a proper 
application would render an upright and popular admini- 
{tration great, and the nation happy; if the propoſitions 
were adopted; ſuch a treatment I muſt, therefore, think 
unbecoming your Lordſhip, and doubt not but that on 
reflection, you will agree with me as others do; that it

Elivated and intoxicated with the rapine and plunder 

which is ſucked from the vitals of the people, by oppreſſion 
and injuſtice; men forget that they are of the ſame caſt 
with thoſe they lately quitted ; which is the more amazing, 
as moſt of the prelent race in office are like muſhrooms 
ſprung up in a night, from favourable ſhowers; till time

are deſpiſed by a miniſter, and an infamous convention, 
worthy of general contempt, is patched: and palmed on the 
nation to diſhonour it, what muſt our ſituation be; if your 
Lordſhip imagined that ſuch a convention as the laſt could 


continue you longer in your high ſtation, by being able to

conceal the real motives and terms on which it was con- 
cluded, you will, in the end, find yourſelf deceived. The 
people ſay the records of the land are one day altered, 
and on another day aboliſhed ; Magiſtrates imprifoned, be- 
cauſe they will not ſubmit to perjury, and by whoſe influ- 
ence, your Lordſhip may eaſily gueſs. The commercial 
intereſt of the greateſt trading kingdom in the world, is arri- 
ved at the laſt ſtage; our fleets have been rotting, whilſt 
thoſe of our enemies were, and are repairing, building, and 
fitting out new ones without controul, or daring to aſk. 
why they did, or continue to do ſo: thanks to the vigi- 
lence and ſpirited conduct of adminiſtration. 


Smuggling wool and ſheep to France, to the ruin of 
our ſtaple trade, is encouraged or connived at, to the de- 
ſtruction of our manufactories in the woollen branches, and 
the great emolument of our enemies; excellent politicks, 
and worthy the preſent directors of our wretched affairs. 


That we muſt be undone by ſuch meaſures, is the com- 
mon idea of the people, and the ill confequences ari- 
ſing from treachery and miſmanagement, the only fruits 
they are likely to gather from adminiſtration : let your 
Lordſhip and your junto quit when it may. be, they ſay you 
have reduced the nation to the condition mentioned of the 
virgins in the parable, who wanted oil in their lamps, when 
their maſter came to examine into their conduct: that the 
principal object which has had any weight with you, has 
been the Book of Numbers ; but that even in this, you have 
wandered from, and perverted the original deſign. For 
Moſes and. Joſhua inſtituted that book, for. the good of the 
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people, and not to deſtroy them. I mention theſe things 
as a friend, and not as a flatterer, in order to touch your 
mind with the miſeries of my country: and muſt further 
continue to tell you, that the public has no better opinion 
of Lord Sandwich, than of the reſt of the junto ; and would 
be glad to find that he ever rendered the leaſt ſervice to 
the ſtate, or honour to his king or country, in any of the 
various departments where he officiated. 


The junto of the northern department, to their honour 
be it ſaid, moſt certainly let flip, laſt year, the balance of 
power from their hands. 


The junto of the ſouthern laſt year and this year, have 
equalled them in knowledge, by neglecting as good an oppor- 
tunity as could offer, to give our enemies a Quid pro Quo, by 
way of retalliation for paſt tranſactions; but nothing done. 


Your junto for the colonies, or that noble enlightened 
board of trade and plantations, might have put matters on 
ſuch a ſolid footing between this oppreſſed and diſcontented 
people, and their mother country, for mutual intereſt, power 
and wealth, as would have made both happy ; maintain- 
ing, at the ſame time, the honour and dignity of the crown 
in full ſplendor, and not as they are now beheld, in a 
faded and declining luſtre ; this, I affirm, might have been, 
without difficulty or cruelty accompliſhed, it this junto 
had been endowed with a knowledge adequate to the buſi - 
neſs they are employed in: a wiſe miniſter, and a ſincere 
friend to his country, would not have ſlept, let me ſay, on

for perfecting o deſireable a work, are too refined to be 
underſtood by thoſe, who are only employed to receive 
their emoluments : and therefore nothing done. 


Surely this nation muſt be very happy, in the choice of ſuch 
promoters of their trade, and guardians of their rights, who 
have now the care and management of both ; but how 
can this be altered, fince every ignorant ſycophant in office 
muſt ſtoop his neck, and devote his tender little con- 
ſcience, if any he has, to the arbitrary will of a deſpotic 
adminiſtration : theſe tools of power, to apologize for their 
ignorance and neglect, will, with an air of the greateſt con- 
ſequence, tell you that what with the drudgery and intri- 
caſy of parliament buſineſs, and their duty in office, they 
have an inſupportable weight of national buſineſs to dif- 
charge, tho' the beſt part of their time is conſumed in 
diffipation : for as to public affairs, you know their inabi- 
lities by experience, and that their only merit is to ſay, aye 
or no, as they are directed; what a pity it is, that the pub- 
lic ſhould negle& to give a better attention to their laboure 
than they do, and that they do not encreaſe their ſtipends 
to add to the ſcale of debt, which weighs ſo lightly on 


the nation. 


Can your Lordſhip believe that Britons will be much 
longer duped by ſuch ſcenes of impoſition, oppreſſion, pu- 
fillanimity and bad conduct; hatched and bred up under the 
wings of corruption, by which the conſtitution is almoſt 
annihilated, and the people racked to deprive them of their 
privileges and freedom. Have ſome compaſſion, my Lord, 


before you retire, and take into your conſideration a falu-

tary ſtep; that is, to give the conſtitution a cordial, after it 
has ſuffered ſo many ſevere emeticks; by paſſing a bill the 


next ſeſſion of parliament, that every freeholder for each 
reſpective county, ſhall have right to vote at any borough or 
corporation town, within the county for its repreſentative ;

How happy, my Lord, are you to have ſo great 
an event occur in the time of your adminiſtration, when. 
ſo many millions have been ſquandered away by for- 
mer adminiſtrations to no effect. You have let this 
great event lay dormant ſome time; what a gift had it 


been to your ſovereign, on the fourth of June laſt, if my 
letters and propoſals had been taken notice of, 


"Delays | are dangerous ! I perceive the miniſterial touch- 
ſtone to endeavour to avoid a war; but my grand ſtroke 
of politics, (if well negociated) will ſecure a laſting 
peace, without leaving things in a ſtate of uncertainty. 


I would never preſume to offer to your Lordſhip, or any 
other miniſter, any political matter, but what I am clear 
would meet with the aſſent of vox populi. Therefore, my 
Lord, when plans and ſchemes are propoſed on honourable 
terms, they ſhould not be diſregarded by a miniſter, as our 
country ſuffers in the interval.

REA Britain, in the preſent critical and dangerous 

_ criſis, has long called, and ſtill cries aloud for ſound 
Engliſh politicians to counterpoize bad miniſters of ſtate. 
I flattered myſelf, that the various plans, propofitions and 
letters, which your Lordſhip has received from me, for 
about eighteen months paſt, for publick ſervice ; would 
have induced you to be attentive and diligent in the profe- 
cution of them, for the honour and happineſs of your royal 
' maſter, no leſs than for the proſperity of his people, whoſe 
immediate ſervant you are, in every ſenſe of the word. 
The outlines were ſufficient to have made you a great mi- 
niſter of ftate, and this a happy nation; but nothing, I find, 
can detach you from meaſures injurious to your country, ot 
attract you to ſerve unhappy Britannia. 


This letter, with thoſe relative to the plans, propoſals, 
and other tranſactions, touching theſe affairs, are intended 
to be laid before parliament, as they were originally moſt 
generouſly deſigned for your government, in procuring na- 
tional glory and advantages. Should your country judge it

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expedient on ſuch important matters, to call on you to 
account for your enormous neglect, and miſcondutt in theſe 
particulars, and to make your defence : Lſhall not be at a 
loſs to produce the.originals, with the cleareſt evidence of

taxes, A treaſury without money, conſequently- all our 
reſources; if any are remote, and we are engaged already 
in a pacific war. Financeering on the ſinking fund, a fund 


adopted and appointed to preſerve, and maintain public 
credit : a broken 92 of ſupport. 


Europe in amazement at our ſupineneſs and puſillanimity, 
in cringing to the imbecility of one power, and cowardice 
of the other, as well as at our conduct, in ſuffering our 
enemies to augment their forces, and give them time to 
find reſources for our deſtruction; therefore according to

Now, my Lord, had you given me timely conferences 
or audiences, and ſettled matters on thoſe important ob- . 
jets, which I had the honour to lay before you, neither 
our ſituation, or the preſent ſtate of Europe would appear 
at this preſent æra, in ſuch. an unhappy and dreadful pro- 
ſpe& ; for I propoſed: to myſelf, that your. Lordſhip would 
not object, to open the next ſeſſion of parliament with: 
the following budget, or ſomething to that purpoſe. That. 
is to ſay,

I have held ſome conferences with Mr. Harvey, an 


Engliſh gentleman, who hath laid before me ſeveral impor-- 
tant plans and propoſals for national purpoſes. 


J have communicated them to the King, his Majeſty: 
approves thereof, and will in due time order them to be

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laid before this houſe for their examination, and concur--

netted, wel the happineſs of Great Britain at ſtake. 


National 3 wnchlag this impoitent ſubject, were 
offered by me to be laid before your Lordſhip in July 
1770; and I will venture to ſay, that from what I have 
ſeen; from what I have known, and from what I have 
long experienced in trade and commerce, no man in this 
kingdom could have given your Lordſhip better eluci- 
dations on this ſubje& ; but coming from me, they merited 
not your attention, the reaſon of which you are the beſt 


judge. 


The matter in queſtion, was contained in one of the 


plans, framed by me in 1762; if "__ had conſidered 
N that, 
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that, which relates to thiz object, the preſent dilemma in 
which the affairs of India. are enveloped, and which: now 
appears ſo incumbered and gloomy; had been prevented; 
as well as other miſcarriages, that may yet come on the 
tapis, which my letters and propoſals have pointed at. 


By this negle& of the affairs of India only, new mea- 
ſures and ſecrecy, are; now. immediately requiſite,, in what 
| ſhould be dane, Courage, with a particular, conduct 
foreign and domeſtic, I may aſſert, are eſſential, or elſe. all: 
may be loſt.. 


Your Lordſhip's proceedings in this. buſineſs, puts me- 
in mind of a ſhip at ſea, that has loſt, her rudder, which. 
does not a little alarm me ;; pardon. the ſimile. 


You would have well employed a: few: of: your leiſure, 
hours, to have probed this affair to the bottom before this 
criſis; that: is, to have conſidered; and weighed our political 
commerce, with. the commercial intereſt of the company. 


The advice of diſintereſted men, lays the beſt foundation 
for ſound politics; had your Lordſhip laid this important 
object before parliament the beginning of the ſeſſion, with 
the lights you might have received from one of the plans, 
and then ordered in a bill, you: would have given general 
ſatisfaction, loaves and fiſhes will not always be found. 


Your Lordſhip knew before the meeting of parliament, 
that this ſubject was to have been canvaſſed, and for you 
to be ſo indifferent, as to let ſuch an intereſting matter 
remain 
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remain dormant to the end of the ſeſſion, and then to ſuffer 
it to be taken up by a director is ſomewhat unaccountable. 


Had it been taken up by the whole body of directors,

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Your Lordſhip cannot but remember, that I offered in 
that letter to remove the primum mobile of all theſe miſ- 
fortunes, in my propoſal for taking off the duties upon 
ſoap, candles and leather, without prejudice to his Ma- 
jeſty's revenue, or laying any additional tax, inward or 
outward; as oppreſſive taxes muſt in the end, ſooner or 
later, terminate in the deffryction of the ſtate, and all that 
is dear to us: but theſe things have not as yet merited 
your attention in the ſmalleſt degree; from which I fear 
it will be concluded, that thoſe who have framed, adopted, 
and eſtabliſhed; or thoſe who will continue ſuch uncon- 
ſtitutional and injurious taxes, to the deſtruction of our 
trade and manufactories, and the inſupportable oppreſſion: 
of the poor, may hereafter be treated as the perpetrators: 
of the Popiſh plot of the 5th of November, and have 
their effigies burnt in every county, city, town or village 
throughout Great Britain,. as the ſtigmatizing marks of a.

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This, my Lord, I think is plain Englith, and very in-

To 
redreſs ſuch evils cannot be ſettled by the communication 
of a letter, as a diverſity of points are to be conſidered, 
and ſecrecy obſerved; ſince therefore you have declined 
every over ure I have made for the public utility, the

As the production of your Lordſhip's budget was a 
long time in embrio before it was delivered, I am ſorry 
to acquaint you that had I been a member of that afſembly 
wherein it was brought forth, I ſhould have ſtarted from 


the place with amazement at the abſurdities diſplayed from 
its monſtrous birth. 


Your Lordſhip acquaints the public on this occaſion, 
that the various proviſions for the ſervice of the current 
year, amount to fix millions three hundred and twenty- 
ſeven t. ouſand pounds; and that adminiſtration ever ſince 
the laſt inglorious peace, for theſe ten years paſt, has at 
length by extraordinary magic, found out a ſaving of the 
mighty fum of one million eight hundred pounds, 


Then after a long rigmarole, and probing into the 
funds, you want to diſpoſe of one million five hundred 
thouſand pounds; after which you appeared bewildered in

Ingenious as you are, my Lord, in endeavouring to 
palm on, or infinuate to the public, that if they will truſt 
the preſent adminiſtration another ten years, that ſeventeen 
millions of the national debt will be diſcharged by them; this 
will not do, nor will this bait 'go down : Bo comes it to 
paſs, that ſo much was not ſaved, and applied to this good 
purpoſe for the laſt ten years; when the enemy was leſs 
in a ſtate to give us offence, and all has been tranquility 
and harmony between us, during the above time; except 
the inſult at Falkland iſlands, waich you paſt over without

Had it trinfpirtd from the budget; that this money 
had been employed (as moſt people think- it was) to pay 
foreign ambaſſadors, influence elections, ſupport majorities, 
reward the hero's of St. George's Fields, and Brentford, 
and ſuch like ſecret ſervices; the acknowledgement would 
have at leaſt ſhown candour and ingenuity ; and prevented 
perhaps further remarks or enquiry, as truth and probity are 
every where prevalent ; but this is all concealed, and no 
expence appears on theſe accounts. 


In a word, my Lord, I think you have concealed or 
miſtaken the application of the greateſt part of this money ; 
and that if your adminiſtration wants to rule ten years 


more, 
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wore, you ſhould have laid aſide the one million five 


hundred thouſand pounds, and the like ſum for the year 
enſuing, making in the whole three millions, which in two 
years may be neceſſarily converted into golden hammers 
to knock the ſaid good people of England on the head ; 
and if that expedient fails, or that you ſhould find any of 
them fo ſtiffnecked, as to hazard his head in reſiſting 
the blow, you can then apply your golden pills again 
(ſecundum artem) with hopes to cure the evil. 


But 1 am, my Lord, convinced that your ideas of a peace 
for ten years to come are void of a foundation; and yet 
you have trampeted out this incredible and indeed incon- 
ſiſtent notion; to deceive and flatter the public, with 
fallacious expectations, as mariners fling out a tub to amuſe 
a whale ; for you muſt, or ſhould know, that the common 
enemy is now carrying on projects and preparations for 
our deſtruction, or you know nothing at all; and that 
unleſs your complaiſance continues to over look new inſults 
and depredations to the diſhonor of the crown and king- 
dom, with the ruin of our commerce and manufactories, 
we ſhall become dupes to foreign politics, and be in the 
end obliged to give hoſtages for our good behaviour, to 
thoſe very enemies we lately humbled and chaſtiſed. 


From the contemptible Budget, you tell us, the two pre- 
ceding wars before the laſt were beneficial, and that in the 
ſpace of ten years, we ſhall be able to undertake ſuch wars, 
as neither to gain or looſe by the iſſue : that theſe wars 
were neither brilliant, victorious, or any conqueſt acquired 
as in the late war. What ſtrange doctrine is this, when 

0 every 
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every one knows the contrary, by the loſſes and diſgraces. 
we ſuffered in both ; for if your Lordſhip will reflect on the 
events, the firſt was by thoſe who would have bartered away 
the honour and intereſt of their country to the enemy, as 
men in trade do their commodities in foreign markets, for 
other goods or money, called the merchants war; but ſo 
neglected by adminiſtration, as to be productive of no one 
benefit; and as to the other, I beg you would aſk Lord 
Suffolk, whether his father was not, with Lord. Cathcart, 
ſent to Lombare as pledges for our good behaviour. F 
ſhould let your Lordſhip know, that Lombare is. a place in 
Paris; where the Pariziens pawn their beſt effects for ready 
money: but to return, if theſe wars were a benefit to Eng 
land, I never will dabble in ſuch a ſtate: policy; therefore, 
to conclude this article, in as brief a. manner as poflible, I. 
muſt ſay, that for your Lordſhip. to adopt ſuch: politics and: 
economy, is inconſiſtent with Britiſh honor, or r the duty oft 
a. faithful ſervant to the crown. 


come now to the laſt war, the beginning of which. was 
carried on as diſhonourably and infamouſly: as either of the 
two preceding, by thoſe, who through ignorance, auarice, 
or treachery, were giving up their country : but the na- 
tional cry produced a Pit, by whoſe conduct, courage and

It is, and will be always owing to the above ſurrender, 
that Spain and her allies will be ever in a condition, whilſt 
ſhe holds that important fortreſs, to inſult and diſturb us. 
Jam for theſe, and a thouſand reaſons more, as are the 
generality of mankind in all the courts and kingdoms of 
Europe amazed; when a man of common ſenſe can fay,

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ſtrength and power, which ſhe poſſeſſed in 1763, when tlie 
tide of our ſucceſſes was wickedly and wantonly cut off, by 
our infamous and inglorious peace: for the preſervation of 
which, the ſame kind of diſgraceful meaſures, are, and

contents; you need not have feared lying open to the 


dread of your enemies, . foreign or domeſtic, (as you expreſs 
it): as the terrors of the firſt would have immediately va- 


niſhed, and the ſcourge of the latter would have been laid 


aſide. 


With regard to the preſent ſcarcity of proviſions, which 


have been daily increaſing the diſtreſſes of the poor fince 


your adminiſtration; I ſhall ſay but a few. words in this 


place touching that intereſting ſubject. 
| Before 
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Before a remedy is applied to any diſorder, natural or 
political, the cauſe of the evil ſhonld be carefully examined 
into. If ſuch inveſtigation ſhould take place, with reſpect 
to the diſtreſſes of the poor, by the inſupportable price of 
Proviſions; I doubt not, but it will be found that our par- 
liaments have, for ſome years paſt, badly employed great 
part of their time, in making incloſure bills; by which they 
have increaſed their eſtates to double what they were thirty 
years ago, to the prejudice of the poor: that this meaſure 
has been owing to adminiſtration, to oblige the landed in- 
tereſt, and ſecure their ſuffrages, and which has been the 
grand ſource of the calamities under which the poor labour, 


or the primary cauſes of their preſent diſtreſſes, is but too 


IId. by conſolidating many farms into one, the villa- 
gers are drove to ſeek habitations elſewhere, or they and 
their families to periſh in the roads or fields, To my 
knowledge, many villages and cottages, which have been 
well inhabited, are now depopulated; and I have known in 
other places, where an hundred of thoſe poor people have 
enjoyed comfortable habitations, that they have not now 
a cow amongſt them, nor can a pint of milk be got for 
love or money, even to rear a child: (think adminiſtration, 
think of this!) and ſay, under what other adminiſtration 
did ever the people of England ſuffer ſuch oppreſſion: aſk 
the poor villagers the cauſe of this diſtreſs, as I have done, 
and they will tell you, Farmer ſuch a one has engroſſed the 
lands, the cows, the corn, milk and butter, with all the 
other neceſſaries of life; that he will only ſell at market

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when he pleaſes, according to his humour or caprice, and 


that they are frequently reduced to live on waſh and 
grains. 


To remedy theſe intolerable grievances, a law, I think, 
ſhould be provided, that all per ſons who have made any ac- 
quilition to their eſtates, by incloſure bills for thirty years paſt, 
ſhould erect a certain number of cottages on thoſe lands, and 
portion out a certain quantity thereof to each cottager, at a 
reaſonable rent, as before thoſe incloſure bills were enacted. 
Alſo, that no perſon, under any denomination ſhall hold, 
or take upon. leaſe, any quantity of land, plowing or gra- 
Zing together, exceeding the yearly rent of V 300. per an- 
num: that any inhabitant wanting a peck or buſhel of any 
kind of grain, from any farmer living within. the pariſh, (if 
he has ſuch grain), may oblige the ſaid farmer to ſell the 
ſame to him, at the price the ſaid grain bore the market day 
preceding, allowing proper notice for threſhing. 


That all millers refuſing to grind a ſack or buſhel of 
bread corn to any labourer, artificers or workmen, or adul- 
terating the ſame, or defrauding in meaſure (being paid 
the uſual price for grinding) ſhall be puniſhed by fine and 


impriſonment, on the oaths of one or two credible witneſſes, 
before a magiſtrate. 


That no calves ſhall be killed for laughter, during the 
ſpace of two years, from Midſummer to Michaelmas, this. 
being the beſt time for rearing of calves; by which a ſuth- 
cient number of black cattle might be raiſed,. for the gra- 
zier to buy in his lean ſtock, as uſual : and by which means. 


the 
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the price of meat will be reduced to four pence a pound for 
the beſt pieces, and two- pence halfpenny, or two-pence a 
pound for the indifferent pieces, on an average, in the Lon- 
don markets, and in proportion in other counties; as the 
grazier is obliged, at preſent, to pay one third more for his 
lean ſtock, then formerly. 


That when the London markets, (that is to ſay on Smith- 
field ſtones) runs upon an average at five-pence per pound on 
the whole ox, or ſheep, a free importation of all kinds of pro- 
viſions for a limited time be granted, and that all proviſions 
ſo imported, be ſold in the public markets, and no where 
elſe; and the officers of the pariſh to inſpect that ſuch pro- 
viſions are not kept in warehouſes, &c, to enhance the price, 
or be deſtroyed: a ſtandard meaſure for grain, is worthy the 
peculiar attention of the legiſlature, to be eſtabliſhed through= 
out the kingdom. 


As to bread corn; wheat, by the incredible increaſe of 
rents, as above-mentioned, cannot well be cultivated at leſs 
than four ſhillings a buſhel, Wincheſter meaſure, when 
carried to market; and as a medium ſhould be obſerved be- 
tween plowing and grazing, it never ſhould be lower: yet 
if by bad ſeaſons, or other unforeſeen accidents, wheat 
ſhould riſe to 48s. per quarter, a free importation, not only 
to wheat, but of all kinds of grain ſhould be allowed for 
one year certain, to give the merchant time to ſend to dif- 
ferent foreign ports, for public relief ; with a proviſo, that 
in caſe any veſſel loaded with ſuch grain, ſhall be detained 
by contrary winds, or other caſualties, ſo as to prevent 
their arrival within the limited time, fuch merchant ſhould 

not 
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mot be liable to pay duty for ſuch cargo; and that no mer- 
chant, or dealer in ſuch commerce, ſhall houſe or conceal 
ſuch corn in any warehouſe, in order to enhance the price, 
but expoſe it as conveniently may be, to public market 
for fale; tall the corn is MA. otherwiſe ſuch cargo is of no

is neceſſary to prevent exportation of all kinds of grain what-

That a wheat is at 408. per quarter, a free exporta-

merly. 
That when wheat is 325. per quarter, a free exportation 
and bounty as above, beſides government to form magazines 
in the different counties, to keep a ſufficient quantity for 
the relief of the manufactories, &c. by which means we 
Mall be enabled, not only to ſupply ourſelves, but become 
a granary to Europe; which will entitle us again to re- 
ctive, as we formerly did, from the different parts thereof, 
near a million and a half for grain annually ; an object, well 
worth the attention of adminiltration. 
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In order tb build magazines for MY Wow! purpoſes, an 
additional duty of 721, 128. Java 9h be laid on every horſe, 
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A duty of 205. to be laid o every coach; horſe; chaiſe, 
or ſaddle horſe, except cart horſes that Work for hire, 
ſtage coaches, waggons, or any kind of farmers horſes, with 
a limitation for a number for thoſe perſons that keep poſt 
chaiſes fot hire, and paying 26s. pd 2.

That theſe duties be RY without any additional 
expence of officers, that the monies ſo arifing be laid out 
in bank ſtock; that the bank give four: per cent for the 
ſaid monies for intereſt, and the ſaid intereſt added to 
the' ſaid Rock: annually, till wanted for: the above occa- 


When wheat is Become ſo plentiful, as to come under 
the price of 328. per quarter, it is the intereſt of govern- 
ment to continue it. at ſuch price, as 1 can prove that ad- 
miniſtration will gain ſo conſiderably thereby, that the 
above taxes may be laid aſide, or applied to other national 
purpoſes, when the exigences of the ſtate require it; and 
that the advantages to the farmer reſulting therefrom, will 
encourage them. to keep. their e or in full til- 


lage. 


The grand relief that I propoſed 3 the duties 
on ſoap, candles and leather, have not only been neglected, 
but the price of theſe commodities, are now by that neg- 


lect conſiderably raiſed, to the prejudice of our manufacto- 
tories, 
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tories, and oppreſſion of our poor; which prompts me to 
repeat again and again, that the ſubject has no occaſion to 
be loaded with ſuch taxes, it miniſters will be honeſt. 


Slavery and oppreſſion attend only on tyrannic govern- 
ments, which, when diſtreſſed, find not either friends or 
money. I write not, my Lord, as you very well know, 
for hire, for party, for poſt or penſion ; having, in all my 
applications to you, waved ſuch expectations: and though 
I eſteem your private character, I think your miniſterial 
one inconſiſtent with a true born Engliſhman, and uncon- 
ſtitutional, wanting that ſpirit to exert yourſelf for your 
country, and that knowledge that is neceſſary in trade and 
commerce, for one in your high ſtation, 


Think me not your enemy in ſaying thus much, but ra- 
ther regard me as a friend, who would wiſh to ſee you 
ſhine without flattery, in the applauſe of your countrymen, 


for your public ſervices. 


Allowing me to have ranſact your budget, I am, never- 
theleſs, willing to give you credit for every thing it has 
produced beneficial to the public ; as I find you are ſnarled 
at, without reaſon, by ſome, who, ignorant of the true ſtate 
and defence of this kingdom, bark at you for keeping a 


maritime force in time of peace. Surely ſuch men muſt be 


deſtitute of a knowledge of trade and commerce, or the 
neceſſary force to preſerve the ſtrength and wealth of this 
kingdom, when arguments are made uſe of to leſſen thoſe 
ſecurities of our happineſs, and the bane of foreign poli- 
P 2 tics, 
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tics, for the ſubverting our happy conſtitution : let them 
look back into the adminiſtrations of Walpole, Pelham, Fox 
and Newcaſtle, and they will find that-moſt of the mif- 
carriages that have attended us during ſuch a length of 
time, as well as your Lordſhip's in July, 1770, was entirely 
owing to the want of, or in miſconducting that maritime 
ſtrength, which will be always requiſite to our preſerva- 

tion. 


Had your Lordſhip adopted my propoſitions when offered 
to you, the expence of ſupporting the different ſquadrons, 
neceſſary for the defence of. theſe kingdoms, and preſerva- 
tion of trade, would have amounted to but a trifting ſum, 

with regard to the immenſe advantages to be received: let 
me therefore ſuppoſe that the expence of fitting out, equip- 
ping and repairing our different ſquadrons, amount annu- 
ally to between two or three millions, there is not an 
Engliſhman, Tam certain, but what would chearfully con- 
tribute a conſiderable part of his fortune to defray the 
expence, provided he was ſure that the money would be 


employed for that ſervice. only, and. not. for miniſterial. 
views.. 


Tt is not keeping Engliſh: armies. on the continent, 
granting ſubſidies to foreign courts, and negociating con- 
tinential treaties that can relieve our diſtreſſes. at home; 
the laſt being for political reaſons ſometimes neceſſary, 
but the former always fatal to our true intereſt; had you, 
my Lord, followed the plans laid down before you in the 
pamphlet called the Guide, where the number of ſhips for 
the defence of his Majeſty's. Kingdoms, and the protection

of our commerce in all parts of the world, are clearly 
ſpecified as well for peace as war, you would have found 
that the terror of theſe fleets would render our enemies 
tame and ſubmiſſive, and that our trade and commerce 
may ariſe to ſuch pitch as to afford wealth and riches, not 
only to pay all the expences of ſuch equipment, with a 
conſiderable part of our national debt, but alſo to reduce 
many of our heavy taxes without incumbering the people 
with new ones; nothing but an attention to thoſe plans and 
national meaſures can anſwer the above ends: before I 
conclude, I will refreſh your memory with the latter part 
of his Majeſty's ſpeech on the opening of this ſeſſion. The 


© concerns of this country are ſo various and extenſive as to 
*« require the moſt vigilant and active attention, &c. &c. &c.” 


His Majeſty, as far as lies in his power, promiſes the. 
duty of a King and father to his people. Your Lordſhip 
will not preſume to. tell him that every point is ſettled. 


That the Lords and Commons have chearfully concurred 
with his meaſures, and that nothing remains now only to 
recommend to their care, but to maintain and keep peace 
and quietneſs in their different diſtricts, and that his 


people ſhall always be ſenſible of his paternal care. for pro- 
moting their happineſs.” 


This carly notice, my Lord, is for you to avoid making 
ſo groſs an impoſition on your ſovereign ; becauſe you 
know that nothing national is effected, but the raiſing art- 
fully the ſupplies. I ſay, my Lord, the people wall find 
that the eſſential buſineſs is left undone. 

That 
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That is, our India affairs, the grand reſource of wealth 
and commerce, neglected and lett to chance; in all pro- 
bability, before next ſeſſion, ruined. 


Our Portugal and Spaniſh commerce ſo clogged and neg- 
lected, by adminiſtration, by ſuffering inſults and encroach- 
ments from thoſe two powers, that our merchants cannot 
keep up their factories, and ſupport that commerce, which 
has been ſo great a balance in favour of this nation ſo many 
years, owing to the preſent adminiſtration. 


Our Mediterranean trade, before the meeting of the next 
ſeſſion, will be full as deplorable: our American affairs in 
no better condition, for no care has been taken to promote 
a reciprecal commerce between the mother country and the 
colonies for mutual advantages, without mentioning the 
neglect to the known dignity of the crown in theſe parts. 


Our enemies in full force to play what game they 
pleaſe, our woollen manufactory the ſtaple commodity of 
this kingdom at its laſt gaſp, and without a vigilant care, 
protection and management of the legiſlature infallibly 
ruined, 


Aſk your King and country if there are not material 


objects to examine into before this ſeſſion is ended, or any 


prorogation is made, 


My Lord, if neglected, my pen ſhall be devoted in my 
countries cauſe, nor will I ever leave your Lordſhip, or any 
other

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other miniſter till redreſs is given, My pen ſhall rouze 
Britons, to endeavour to keep them from miniſterial cor- 


ruption, oppreſſion. and flavery, Force me not then, my 
Lord, to repreſent the grievances I have laid before you, 
with their aggravations, and to ſet forth in a publick 
manner, that you have deſerted the means, the ways of 
your ſovereign's happineſs and his proſperity,. becauſe I can- 
not anſwer for the reſentment their injuries may excite. 


Though I can anſwer for myſelf that I ſhould be ſorry 


to ſee any diſturbance upon ſuch events, becauſe I have the
